By   that  time  ipiite  a  settlement   had 

spiiiiiK  up  and  tiad   iiecome   the  incorporated 

villagpof  Bytown  (named  after  Colonel  By);  in  lK47it  wasincor- 

porate<i  as    a   town    with   a    population   of  alxiut   5.()0(),  and 

seven   xears  later  liecame   a  city,   taking  the  name  uf  Ottawa 

and  the  appropriate  and  significant  motto:  "Advance."

MADE   THE   CAPITAL 

In  1S57  I'arliuniciit  petitioned  Queen  Victoria  to  select  a 
six>t  for  the  permanent  political  capital  and  Her  Majesty 
named  Ottawa.  The  royal  choice  was  subsequently  con- 
firmed by  Parliament  and  immediately  preparations  were 
maile  for  the  erection  of  legislative  and  departmental  buildings. 
In  1860  King  Edward,  then  Prince  of  Wales,  visited  the  Capital, 
while  touring  Canada,  and  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  new 
buildings  on  Sept.  1st  and  five  years  later  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment was  moved  up  from  old  Quebec  "  the  Ancient  Capital." 
The  first  session  of  Parliament  in  the  new  Capital  opened  od 
June  8th,  1866.  and  during  that  session  the  scheme  of  Con* 
feileration  was  matured,  ami  the  birthday  of  the  youll| 
Dominion  wa.-  celebrate<l  on  July  1st  in  the  following  year. 

At  (A)nfe<leration  the  population  of  Ottawa  was  18,70O 
and  the  asses.sed  value  of  the  taxable  property  in  the  «Hy, 
S5,()12.()()0:  twenty-five  years  later  the  population  had  ffeen 
to  44.0I)(»  and  the  a.sses.se(l  value  of  taxable  property  to  Il8,- 
2:{6.0(M),  while  to-diy  the  po|)ulation  is  estimated  at  76,260, 
aiKJ  the  a.-isesso(l  value  of  property  at  $64,.358.055.  AssWedly 
has  the  city  lived  up  to  its  motto:  "Advance." 

No  city  in  Canada  possibly  is  as  exactly  typical  6f  the 
country  as  is  the  Capital,  for  here  the  original  nationalities— 
French  and  Knglish,  Irish  and  Scotch— which  combine  to 
make  the  Canadian  nation— are  well  and  worthily  repffcented. 
Natives  and  their  descendants  from  the  Tight  LittH  Island 
and  La  Hello  France  are  found  here  in  atxiut  equal  projtortiotis, 
and  the  adherents  of  the  two  great  divisions  of  the  Christian 
church-  the  Protestant  and  the  Roman  Catholic— are  ap- 
proximately  in  the  same   proportion.     The  fact   that   these

peoples  of  wi<lely  varied  rare  an.l  cre«J.  traditions  and  history 
are  hvmg  side  l,y  side  and  working  shoulder  to  shoulder  to 
build  up  their  ron.mon  city  is  typical  of  Canada,  and  eloquent 
of  the  splendid  national  spirit  which  pervades  the  I,>ominion. 

THE    PARLIAMENT    BUILDINGS 

A  slight  digression  may  lie  perniittetl  at  this  point  to 
refer  at   somewhat   greater  length   to   the   national   legis- 
lative buildings  which   occupy  so  commanding  a  site  on 
flic    hiuflf    overlooking  the  Ottawa    River,  and    in    which 
Ottawans.  and  Canadians  generally,  take   such   legitimate 
pride.     Much  has  been  said  and   written  about  the  grace 
an.l  beauty  and  dignity  of  the  Canadian   Houses  of 
Parliament,  but    to    realize    how    far    short    of    the 
reality  falls  ail  the  praise  that  has  been  lavished  upon 
them,   a   jwrsonal    in.s|}ection  and    detailed    studv   is 
necessary.     It  is  difficult  to  know  which  to  commend 
most   highly,  the  \terfert  symmetrv  of  the  buildings 
thein.selves.   with    their   pure   and    graceful    outlines 
or    the    unrivalle<l    felicity    ,.f    the    site,   the   perfect 
harmony  between  the  work  of  man  and  the  work  of 
nature.     Kven  the  fastidious  eye  of  a   Huskin   coul.l 
iiave  found  neither  fault   nor  weakness  in  this  archi- 
tectural picture. 

.\ntliony  Troll()|H.,  vi.^ting  Ottawa  when  the  Par- 
liament Huildings  were  still  under  <-..iistruction.  grew 
enthusiastic  as  t,,  ii,e  beauty  an.l  graiuleur  of  the  site, 
an.l  purity  and  dignity  of  the  architecture.  .Many 
.\eais  afteiwanis,  an  .American  writer,  the  late  Charles 
Dudley  Warner,  was  equally  unstintetl  in    his   praise 
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of  the  completotl  Rroup  of  buildings.  "The  situation 
on  the  bluffs  of  the  Ottawa  River."  he  said,  "is  coni- 
nianding,  and  gives  fine  opportunity  for  architectural  display. 
The  group  of  government  buildings  is  surpassingly  fine.  The 
Parliament  House  and  the  departmental  i)uil<lings,  on  three 
sides  of  a  square,  are  exceedingly  effective  in  color,  and  the 
perfection  of  Gothic  details,  especially  in  the  noble  towers. 
There  are  few  groups  of  buildings  anywhere  so  pleasing  to  the 
eve,  or  that  appeal  more  strongly  to  one's  sen.se  of  dignity 
andl)eauty." 

The  following  description  of  tlie  buildings  is  taken  from 
the  late  Sir  James  Kdgar's  a(lmiral)le  work.  "Canada  and  its 
Capital":— "The  original  structures  consisted  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary and  Library  buildings,  and  the  Kastern  Block,  as 
they  now  exist  and  part  of  the  Western  Hlock.  These  are  a 
pure  Gothic  of  no  particular  period,  but  the  noble  civic  build- 
ings of  the  Low  Countries  and  Italy  are  understood  to  have 
afforded  suggestions  to  the  architects.  .At  a  later  <late  the 
Western  Departmental  Hlock  was  much  enlarged,  and  the 
magnificent  .Mackenzie  Tower  was  added  to  it.  This  rises  to  a 
height  of  272  feet,  and  e<'lipses  the  tower  in  the  main  building, 
which  is  -2.1.1  fe4t  high.  The  style  of  the.se  additions  is  Gothic 
of  a  similar  character,  but  of  a  later  date.  The  effective  rock- 
face  work  of  the  walls  is  generally  of  sandstone  from  the  \ef)ean 
quarries  close  to  Ottawa,  Its  colouring  is  varie<l  and  beautiful, 
and  has  grown  in  richness  under  the  hand  of  time.  The  dres.s- 
ings  are  of  Ohio  sandstone,  and  the  red  arches  are  of  I'ot.sdani 
>ancl^ioue.  oblaimil  from  .-<i.  La.vrence  Countv,  in  New  York 
State. 

"The  Southern    l)e])art mental    Hlock    is   .separated    from 


the  other  buildings  by  Wellington  street,  and  is  built  in  an 
entirely  different  ,style,  being  a  nnxlifieation  of  Italian  renais- 
sance, and  its  material  is  sandstone  from  Newcastle,  New 
Hrunswick." 

In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  great 
increase  in  the  basine.ss  of  the  country  has  nece8sitate<l  a  very 
considerable  increase  in  the  numerieal  strength  of  the  civil 
service,  and  the  consequent  need  of  largely  augmented  aecom- 
mtxlation.  The  entire  bU)ck  of  land  fronting  on  Major's  Hill 
Park  on  the  east  has  l)een  acquire<l  by  the  (Jovernment  anil 
plans  are  now  l)eing  prepared  for  a  huge  departmental  build- 
ing to  lie  erected  thereon.  When  this  is  completetl  it  will 
be  a  notal)le  a<hlition  to  the  many  architectural  adornments 
of  the  capital, 

"The  lil)rary  building,"  continues  Sir  James,  in  the  work 
above  (juoted.  "is  a  rotunda  in  form,  but  po,ssesHes  a  mar- 
vellous combination  of  strength  and  grace.  The  great  height 
of  the  dome  is  sujiported  i)y  massive  buttresses,  and  by  flying 
buttres.ses.  which  are  lightene<l  by  graceful  pinnacles.  The 
interior  is  equally  imposing.  From  the  floor  to  the  centre  of 
the  dome  is  140  feet,  while  the  height  of  Westminster  If.UI  is 
only  !H)  feet.  The  fl(«)r  is  inlaid  with  Canadian  wo<m1s,  and 
the  book-shelves  are  richly  carved  in  Canadian  white  pine, 
rising  to  three  .stories  with  galleries  for  access  to  the  Inioks," 

There  are  many  magnificent  public  1  uildings,  among  which 
may  be  mentione<l:  The  Royal  -Mint,  which  struck  the  first 
Canadian  coin  maile  in  Canada  on  Januarv  of  this  year;  the 
1  )ominion . Archives  buihling,  completetl  in  HK>7 ;  the  Observatory, 
the  Geological  Mus<Mim.  the  Ottawa  I'niversity.theCity  Hall,  the 
Court  Hou.s<',  and  numerous  Ho,spitals,  Churches  and  Convents. 
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The  City  Beautiful 


It  lias  been  often  remarked  tliat  the 
site  upon  wliich  Ottawa  has  l)eeii  estal)- 
Hslied  septus   to   have  heeii  designed   liy 
luiture  for  tiie  resting;  phice  of  the  Capital 
city  of  the  Douiiniou.     Hut    those  who 
first   set    up  tiieir  homes   h<'real)out   aiul 
laid  the  foundations  of  tiie  future  eity  gave 
jitth'  tliougiit    iirohahiy    to    the    commerria 
advantages   of   tiie   site   and   less    to   the  pie- 
tures(|ue  feat  ures  of  tlie 
loeation.     And  yet    these 
latter  are    a    tremendous 
asset  to  the  city,  the  ever 
present  deli<riit  of  the  resi- 
dent   and    the    envy    and 
ailuiiraiion  of  the  visitor. 
The    natural   situation  of 
Ottawa   is  most  favorable 
to  a  plan  for  the  improve- 
ment   and     heautification 
of  it.     Three-foiu'tlis  of  it 

is  surrounded  iiy  w:;ter.  the  Ottawa  Hiver  i>ein}i  ils  iiorttiern 
houndary.  the  Uiiieau  River  part  of  its  eastern  lioumlary 
and  the  Rideau  Canal  the  remainder  of  the  eastern  lioundary 
and    the   sou'  'ern    lioundary.     The   citv    is    not    unduly    con- 
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gested,  for  while  some  of  the  xtreft 
might  he  wider,  the  majority  are  wel 
planned  and  there  are  muny  opei 
spaces. 

Some  few  years  ago  the  Federa 
government  entered  into  un  agree 
ment    with    the    eity    whereby,    ii 
return  for  wu*er  service  am 
fire  protection,  and  in  consid 
eration  of   the   fact  that    tin 
government  buildings  and  tin 
civil   service   salaries  ar( 
exempt  from  taxation,  it  un 
dertook  to  expend  $60,000  : 
year  for  20  years  in  iniprov 
ing  the  parks,  driveways  am 
thoroughfares  of  the  eity.    Thi 
work  was  j)lacetl  in  charge  o 
a   permanent    Improvemen 
Commis.sion    and   already   tin 
results    of    their  partially   completed    labors    an 
greatly  in  evidence.     What  has  added  more  to  th( 
embellishment  of  the  city  than  anything  else  ha' 
b(H?n  the  ac(|ui.sition  of  a  large   number  of  park: 
arge   and    small-   ranging   in   size   from    a    cit\ 
block  to  one  of  1S5  acres.     There  are  now  16  <> 
•e  in  and  adjacent  to  the  city.     These  parks  coupled  witi 
l)eautiful  situation  of  the  city  and  its  attractive  and  refresh- 
drives  offei^ed  by  cars,  lK)ats.  canoes,  etc.,  contribute  in  ni 
dl  degrm-  to  make  Ottawa  a  delightful  visiting  place.
